PROCEDURE  TO  PICK-UP/RETURN  VEHICLES 


National  Federations  should  go  to  the  Race  Vehicles  Office  to  complete 
the  appropriate  driver's  agreements  and  inspect  the  condition  of  the 
vehicles. 

Vehicles  should  be  taken  to  the  vehicle  return  parking  area  (Greater 
Richmond  Convention  Center  -  403  North  Third  Street  -  Richmond, 
VA  23219)  immediately  after  the  finish  of  the  Elite  Men's  Road  Race  on 
Sunday  27  September.  All  vehicles  must  be  returned  by  Monday  28 
September,  12:00pm. 


INSURANCE 


National  Federation  drivers  must  sign  a  driver's  agreement  for  the 
event  which  gives  details  of  the  conditions  of  use  of  vehicles. 


DEPOSIT 


Before  taking  possession  of  a  vehicle,  National  Federations  must 
provide  a  security/damage  deposit  of  USD  1,500.  A  credit  card  shall 
be  presented  for  this  purpose.  If  the  vehicle  is  damaged,  the  deposit  will 
be  used  to  cover  repair  or  cleaning  expenses.  If  the  vehicle  is  returned 
clean  and  with  no  damage,  the  deposit  will  be  refunded. 


RESPONSIBILITIES 


The  race  organisation  will  provide  vehicles  for  the  event  to  teams, 
officials  and  organisation  personnel.  Each  vehicle  will  be  signed  out 
to  an  individual  driver  who  will  bear  liability  for  the  use  of  the  vehicle. 

•  Any  individual  driving  under  the  influence  of  alcohol  (0.08  %  or 
higher)  or  a  controlled  substance  or  driving  in  a  careless  manner  shall 
be  required  to  return  the  loaned  vehicle  immediately,  without  exception. 

•  Excessive  or  inappropriate  speeding  during  the  event  will  not  be 
tolerated.  Any  incidents  relating  to  driving  at  dangerous  speeds  will  be 
reported  to  the  police  and  dealt  with  firmly. 

•  Standing  or  sitting  on  the  vehicle  roof,  bonnet  or  boot  is  not  allowed 
for  any  reason. 


•  A  vehicle's  designated  driver  will  be  responsible  for  any  fines  for 
traffic  offences. 

•  All  designated  drivers  must  be  at  least  21  years  of  age  and  hold  a 
valid  driver's  licence. 

•  In  the  event  of  an  accident,  do  not  leave  the  site  until  authorised  to  do 
so  by  the  relevant  authorities  and  after  all  necessary  procedures  have 
been  completed.  The  drivers  and  passengers  of  vehicles  must  take  all 
appropriate  safety  precautions  in  the  case  of  an  accident.  In  the  event 
of  an  accident,  theft,  etc.,  all  appropriate  paperwork  must  be  completed 
and  sent  to  the  Race  Vehicles  Office. 

•  Team  vehicles  will  be  fitted  with  bicycle  carrier  racks.  These  racks 
must  be  returned  in  the  same  condition  as  when  provided.  Roof  racks 
must  not  be  modified,  replaced  or  removed. 

•  The  decals  on  vehicles  must  not  be  removed,  added  to  or  amended. 

•  Fuel  and  toll  charges  shall  be  paid  by  the  users  of  the  vehicles. 

•  Please  ensure  that  unattended  vehicles  are  locked  at  all  times. 

•  Vehicles  must  be  returned  clean  and  free  from  damage.  The  costs 
of  any  repairs  or  cleaning  ordered  by  the  event  organisation  shall  be 
borne  by  the  designated  driver  of  the  vehicle  and  shall  be  charged. 
Appropriate  sums  will  be  deducted  from  the  deposit. 

•  Vehicles  are  only  to  be  used  for  functions  relating  to  the  events. 
Alternative  means  of  transport  such  as  taxis  must  be  used  for  non¬ 
race  purposes. 

•  Legal  proceedings  will  be  brought  against  users  (staff,  teams,  service 
providers  and  other  personnel)  in  the  case  of  serious  damage  to 
vehicles. 

•  Furthermore,  the  cost  of  any  equipment,  such  as  radio  receivers,  that 
is  provided  but  not  returned  shall  be  invoiced. 


US  DRIVING  LAWS 


Individuals  in  possession  of  a  valid  driving  licence  have  the  right  to  drive 
in  Virginia.  However,  if  your  national  driving  licence  does  not  have  a 
photo,  it  is  recommended  (but  not  required)  to  obtain  an  international 
driving  licence.  The  international  licence  is  not  valid  on  its  own,  but 
must  be  used  in  conjunction  with  a  valid  driving  licence. 

In  the  US,  drive  on  the  right  and  overtake  on  the  left. 

The  laws  of  Virginia  require  all  front  seat  occupants  of  motor  vehicles 
to  use  a  seat  belt.  Passengers  aged  18  or  under  must  use  a  seat  belt  or 
an  appropriate  child  safety  seat  at  all  times  while  in  a  vehicle. 

Unless  otherwise  indicated,  the  speed  limit  within  the  City  of  Richmond 
is  25  mph  (40  km/h).  The  speed  limit  on  highways  and  interstates  in 
the  Richmond  region  is  55  mph  (88  km/h).

ARTICLE  3:  RADIO  TOUR  (RACE  RADIO) 


Race  information  will  be  transmitted  on  the  450.3375  mhz  frequency. 


ARTICLE  4:  NEUTRAL  SERVICE 


Neutral  service  will  be  provided  by  SHIMANO.  The  neutral  service  arrangements  are 
described  in  the  special  regulations  of  each  race. 


ARTICLE  5:  ANTI-DOPING 


The  UCI  Anti-Doping  Rules  apply  in  their  entirety.  Furthermore,  US  anti-doping 
legislation  applies  in  accordance  with  US  law. 

The  doping  control  for  each  race  will  be  located  at  the  Greater  Richmond  Convention 
Center,  403  North  Third  Street,  Richmond,  VA  23219  (Level  1,  Rooms  B17  and  B18) 


ARTICLE  6:  PENALTIES 


The  UCI  scale  of  penalties  will  solely  apply. 


ARTICLE  7:  DISTINCTIVE  JERSEYS  AND  DESIGN 


The  wearing  of  national  team  clothing  (identical  jersey  and  shorts  for  all  riders)  is 
compulsory  for  all  riders  of  the  same  national  team  (except  in  UCI  Team  Time  Trials). 
World,  Continental  and  National  Champions  must  wear  their  national  team  clothing 
without  any  distinctive  piping  on  the  sleeve  cuffs  (except  in  UCI  Team  Time  Trials). 

Furthermore,  as  the  World  title  is  at  stake,  it  is  strictly  forbidden  for  any  rider  to  use 
not  only  the  World  Champion's  jersey  but  also  rainbow  bands  on  a  bicycle  or  clothing 
during  the  UCI  Road  World  Championships  (including  UCI  Team  Time  Trials). 


National  sport  directors  must  submit  their  national  jersey  and  shorts  to  the 
Commissaires'  Panel  for  approval  during  the  confirmation  of  starters.  They  must 
describe  the  panels  on  the  clothing  approved  by  the  National  Federation  for  the  use 
of  each  rider's  sponsors.  The  UCI  strongly  urges  National  Federations  to  submit  their 
national  team  clothing  to  routeOuci.ch  for  approval  prior  to  production  in  order  to  avoid 
any  problems  at  the  World  Championships. 


ARTICLE  8:  PODIUM  CEREMONIES 


All  podium  ceremonies  will  take  place  inside  the  Greater  Richmond  Convention  Center. 
Special  signs  and  an  escort  provided  by  the  organisation  will  guide  the  riders  to  the 
venue  for  the  podium  ceremonies. 

The  World  Champion  and  the  second  and  third-placed  riders  must  present  themselves 
for  the  podium  ceremony  in  the  10  minutes  following  the  finish  of  each  race. 

This  requirement  also  applies  to  the  World  Champion  team,  and  second  and  third- 
placed  teams,  in  the  UCI  Team  Time  Trials. 

Riders  must  present  themselves  in  race  clothing,  wearing  their  national  jersey  (or 
trade  team  jersey  for  the  Team  Time  Trial)  and  shall  not  wear  a  helmet,  headband  or 
glasses  until  they  leave  the  podium  ceremony  area. 


ARTICLE  9:  DISTRIBUTION  OF  COMMUNIQUES 


Communiques  will  be  sent  by  email  to  the  addresses  provided  during  the  online 
registration  of  teams. 

Teams  may  also  collect  printed  versions  of  the  communiques  at  race  headquarters  at 
the  end  of  the  day.  There  will  be  no  distribution  to  team  hotels. 


ARTICLE  10:  NATION  RANKING 


According  to  article  9.2.020  bis  of  the  UCI  Regulations,  the  ranking  by  nations  for  the 
UCI  World  Championships  is  calculated  by  adding  the  points  scored  by  all  riders  of 
each  nation  in  the  individual  time  trial  and  road  race  events,  based  on  the  point  scales 
below: 

•  Men  Elite  and  Men  Under-23:  points  are  awarded  based  on  the  points’ 
scale  related  to  the  UCI  World  Championships  in  art.  2.11.014  of  the  UCI  Regulations. 
For  the  Men  Elite  category,  contrary  to  the  provision  in  art.  2.11.003,  the  points  scored 
by  riders  on  UCI  WoridTeams  will  count  towards  the  ranking  by  nations. 

•  Women  Elite:  points  are  awarded  based  on  the  point's  scale  related  to  the 
UCI  World  Championships  in  art.  2.12.009. 

•  Men  Juniors  and  Women  Juniors:  for  both  categories,  points  are  awarded 
based  on  the  point's  scale  related  to  one-day  events  in  art.  2.14.040.

ARTICLE  5.  EQUIPMENT  CHECK

measuring  jig  in  accordance  with  UCI  Regulations.  Once  checked,  bikes 
will  not  be  allowed  outside  the  start  area.

ARTICLE  4.  NEUTRAL  SERVICE 


SHIMANO  will  provide  neutral  service  using  six  vehicles.  In  addition 
to  this  service,  SHIMANO  will  provide  technical  assistance  at  a  fixed 
point  at  the  summit  of  the  Libby  Hill  climb  as  well  as  at  the  team  pits 
in  Broad  Street. 

Teams  can  carry  out  technical  assistance  and  change  wheels  and 
bicycles  directly  at  the  team  pits  provided  for  this  purpose. 

The  feeding  of  riders  is  solely  authorised  at  specific  locations  around 
the  course  provided  for  this  purpose  at  times  established  by  the  UCI. 


ARTICLE  5.  FOLLOWING  VEHICLES 


Sport  directors  will  be  allowed  to  provide  technical  assistance  from 
their  team  vehicles. 

Each  nation  is  allowed  one  vehicle  in  the  race  convoy,  in  the  following 
order: 

1.  the  vehicles  of  nations  with  nine  riders  in  their  team; 

2.  the  vehicles  of  nations  with  seven  or  eight  riders  in  their  team; 

3.  the  vehicles  of  nations  with  fewer  than  seven  riders,  arranged  in 
descending  order  of  rider  numbers. 

Within  each  group,  the  order  is  determined  by  the  most  recently 
published  UCI  WorldTour  nation  ranking.  The  order  of  the  remaining 
unclassified  nations  is  determined  by  the  number  of  UCI  points  in  the 
most  recently  published  continental  circuit  nation  ranking.  For  vehicles 
representing  more  than  one  nation,  the  best-placed  nation  on  the 
ranking  is  taken  into  account. 


ARTICLE  6.  TIME  LIMITS 


Any  rider  who  has  been  dropped  and  lapped  by  the  leading  riders,  or 
who  is  over  15  minutes  behind,  before  the  start  of  the  last  lap,  may  be 
eliminated  by  the  commissaires  and  must  leave  the  race  upon  crossing 
the  finish  line.  All  other  riders  are  included  in  the  race  classification 
according  to  their  finishing  position. 


ARTICLE  7.  PODIUM  CEREMONY 


The  first,  second  and  third-placed  riders  in  the  race  must  attend  the 
podium  ceremony  at  the  latest  10  minutes  after  the  first  rider  has 
crossed  the  finish  line. 

Sport  directors  shall  inform  the  riders  and  team  assistants  of  the 
arrangements  and  ensure  that  these  instructions  are  observed.
